NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—(UP)— 
Some 35,000 stevedores immobiliz- 
ing the nation’s largest port and 
Seriously interfering with the 
homecoming of soldiers from Eu- 
rope were voting today to remain 
on strike. 

Theirs was a revolt of the rank 
and file against the top and middle 
leadership of what had been a 
well-disciplined union—the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Associa- 
tion (AFL). The strike has con- 
tinued since Oct. 1 and today’s 
negative vote was taken despite 
the every effort of Joseph P. Ryan, 
president; his immediate subordi- 
nates and the leaders of most of 
the New York locals. 7 


This focal port of the redeploy- 
ment of America’s European ar- 
mies homeward and for the supply 
of America’s occupation armies in 
Germany was paralyzed.

It was reported that it made 
no difference in rank and file sen- 
timent. 

. Ryan said this evening that of 
12 locals which had voted so far, 
gix had voted to stay on strike and 
six had voted to return to work. 
These locals, he continued, -epre- 
sented about one-quarter of the 
New York membership. If the ma- 
jority is for a return to work, he 
said he expected the men to take 
up their jobs at 8 a.m. tomorrow. 
Since the strike started, Ryan has 
twice announced a return to work 
which did not materialize.

Ryan toured the local all day, 
appealing to local officers and the 
men themselves who mainly lis- 
tened in sullen silence. 

The strikers didn’t appear ac- 
tively hostile to him, but apathetic. 
Some of his subordinates hinted

Daily Worker's Editor Renounces 
Communism, Rejoins Catholics 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—(INS)—Louis F. Budenz announced tonight that he has 
resigned as managing editor of the Communist newspaper, The Daily Worker, and has 
returned to the Catholic faith, renouncing all ties with Communism. 

Budenz said he would join the faculty of Notre Dame University, in the department 
He left New York for South Bend, Ind., immediately after 


the Communist movement, 
with which he had been associated 
for 10 years, was made public by 
the Rt. Rev. Monsignor Fulton J. 
Sheen, famed Catholic educator. 
Budenz disclosed that his wife 
and three daughters have joined 
him in becoming Catholics. 
“Reason and faith have led me 
to this happy step,” said Budenz. 
“T have resigned the managing 
editorship of the Daily Worker 
and have severed my associations 
with the Communist movement. 
Communism and Catholicism are 
irreconcilable. 
“TYRANNY OVER SPIRIT” 


“Communism,” I have found, 


aims to establish a tyranny over 


the human spirit; it is in unend- 
ing conflict with religion and true 
freedom.” i 

Mons. Sheen, who had criticized 
Budenz’ writing in a pamphlet, 
“Communism: Answers to a Com- 
munist,” five years ago, received 
the Budenz family into the Cath- 
olic church. The editor was a 
member of the national commit- 
tee of the Communist party for 
six years, 

Budenz led the 1928 Allen-A 
strike in Kenosha, Wis., in which 
the injunction battle was won by 
labor in the courts, and the To- 
ledo Autolite strike of 1934, which 
opened the way for organization 
of the auto industry. 

JOYOUS DECISION 

Referring to his religious deci- 
sion, Budenz said: 

“With deep joy,.I wish to an- 
nounce that by God’s grace I have 
returned fully to the faith of my, 
fathers, the Catholic church. My 
wife, the companion at every step 
of my spiritual journey, and my 
three daughters have become Cath- 
olics with us. 

“In a storm-tossed world, the 
Catholic church is the great rock 
upon which human beings can find 
refuge and a tower of strength. 

“From St. Peter to Pius XII, the 
Papacy has brought light to marr 
kind, and despite all the pulls’ and 
tugs of history has continued its 
divine mission. The voice of Ca- 
tholicism is the guide to the win- 
ning of a real peace. The privi- 
lege of returning to the sacra- 
ments is one to be deeply prized; 
it is, after a long journey, the 
true returning home.”

Dead Issue--Harris 


The move to lift the ban against gubernatorial succession im 
Georgia is dead, in the opinion of House Speaker Roy V. Harris. 

“It is my opinion that the Fortson amendment, or any substl- 
tutes, to permit a governor to succeed himself will never again 
come to a vote in the legislature,” Harris declared yesterday at 


the state capitol. 


Rep. Ben Fortson, 
county, led the “draft Arnall” 
move in the legislature's special 
June session. His constitutional 
amendment to allow Gov. Arnall 
to continue in office another term 
was defeated at that time. 


Recently, Fortson sald he would 
sponsor another bill in the forth- 
coming January session, proposing 
the same constitutional amend- 
ment.

As the Communists demanded 
food, dire predictions of a winter 
famine came from Minister of 
Agriculture Kenzo Matsumara. He 
said some Japamese already were 
dying of hunger and others were 
going to be reduced to eating grass- 
hoppers and acorns. 

Matsumara declared that near- 
famine conditions already exist in 
northern Honshw. Northern Hon- 
shu is agriculturally wealthy, but 
much of its foofi has been requi- 
sitioned by the government. 

The agriculture minister pre- 
dicted that “anarchism or com- 
plete collapse’ \would come by 
March if the food problem re- 
mained unsolved.

PARKING SPACE. PROBLEM 

Even during gasoline rationing 
9,800 cars daily were left without 
parking space in the downtown 
area. 

“Today, while we sti! have a 
shortage of autos, the total c.- 
mand for parking space is almost 
as great as the space available 
within the central business dis- 
trict,” Thomas declared. 


During the next 10 years, he 
estimated, off-street parking must 
be provided for an additional 7,000 
cars. 

Thomas’ argument, based on 
years of study and careful surveys, 
is plain common sense. The streets 
simply are overflowing with cars, 
he says, and there is no place for 
them to go. 2 

Uncontrolled offetreet parking 
does not always prove a relief to 
traffic congestion, Thomas de- 
clared. He suggested that the city 
at least maintain supervision of 
the facilities in order to prevent 
congestion at storage place en- 
trances and exits. 


CITY RESPONSIBILITY?

FULTON’S REGISTRATION 

In his argument for off-street 
parking, the engineer pointed out 
that in 1925 there were 47,000 
autos and trucks registered in Ful- 
ton county. By 1939, the registra- 
tion had increased to 92,684. 

“Traffic movement tends to in- 
crease until a saturation point is 
reached and then begins to de- 
cline,” Thomas said. “The satura- 
tion point has been reached in 
downtown Atlaite and already on 
some streets the decline has be- 
gun, 

“On Whitehall street, for exam- 
ple, automobile traffic grew in 
proportion to automobile registra- 
tion until 1934. Between 1934 and 
1940, however, this traffic volume 
dropped 20 per cent, although au- 
tomobile registration increased 25 
per cent in the same period.” 

The already insufficient usable 
width of downtown streets is re- 
duced as much as 50 per cent by 
cars parked along the curbs, he 
charged. Parking reduces traffic 
flow to one lane in each direction 
and right and left turns create 
further delays. 


CURB PARKING’S EFFECT 

Actual measurements of travel 
time on Mitchell street show that 
traffic is slowed 30 to 50 per cent 
because of curb parking, Thomas 
said, He estimated that the elimi- 
nation of downtown parking 
would be equivalent to increasing 
the width of downtown streets by 
50 per cent, 

The power to hang a ticket on 
an illegally parked car is now 
enough to enforce non-parking, 
Thomas argued, He pointed out 
that an ordinance must be passed 
by city council before police can 
have an auto towed into the city 
garage and stored for illegal park- 
ing. 

Downtown deliveries in rush 
hours result only in delays to the 
delivery service as well as other 
traffic, he said, adding that some 
firms already have taken cogni- 
zance of this fact and started de- 
liveries at night or other off-peak 
hours. 

The traffic signal system should 
be revamped so that it could be 
changed to meet changing condi- 
tions, the engineer said. He point- 
ed out that the present signals in 
downtown Atlanta are grouped 
into eight separate units, which 
have no fixed relation to each 
other. 

CHANNELIZING ISLANDS 

Thomas also urged channelizing 
islands on many irregular-shaped 
intersections to provide a more 
steady flow of traffic. He cited in-

protests, seems to bar American ship lines from operating commer- 
cial air service in conjunction with their regular surface routes. 

As result of this ruling, says the federation, American travelers 
will, once postwar travel becomes possible, be unable to purchase 
their tickets for a foreign trip at one time, from one American 
transport company. Such a “packaged trip,” as it is called, will 
be possible only by patronizing foreign steamship lines. At least, 
so the printed material states. 

“Americans want to travel American,” it is averred, “but are 
denied that right because of the rulings of a governmental adminis- 
trative agency that apparently feels American ship lines are not 
capable of operating air lines over the very routes their ships have 


pioneered and will continue to serve.” 

Further, the statement continues, “Amer- 
Seek No Monopoly ican ship lines ask for no preferential 
treatment against established American airlines—they want no 
monopoly—merely the opportunity to serve the public, to be able 
to meet foreign flag competition and thus preserve our national 
prestige in the ports of the world.” 

Apparently what the ship lines want is permission to operate 
airlines in conjunction with their ship lines, supplementing the 
surface transportation and acting as “feeder” lines to the sea-going 
ships. 

Apparently, also, there is some sort af a snag arising out of 
fear that it would be unfair to allow ship lines to compete with 
already established airlines which operate planes exclusively. 

Is it the American way, though, to prohibit commercial com- 
petition? Isn’t it on free competition and free enterprise that this 
country’s commercial supremacy has been built? 

Other countries are seeking, already, to get the jump in the 
business of postwar international travel. Great Britain, it is said, 
has already recognized the opportunity for combined air-sea travel. 
A recent British white paper said: “It is, therefore, the essence 
of the government’s plan that those interests concerned in trans- 
portation by sea and by land should be brought into a real and 
effective partnership with the organizations which will be respon- 
sible for transport by air.” 

It would, indeed, be tragic if an agency of our own government 
should place a handicap on the future development of American 
agencies of travel, by sea air or by both in co-operation. 
Unfamiliar Frankly, I am not familiar with either the prob- 

lems or the rulings of the Civil Aeronautics Board. 
About all I remember of that agency is that it is the one which 
assumes the right of investigation when an accident occurs in air 
travel and which always refuses to speculate, even, on the cause 
of said accident until after an investigation which may take 
months—certainly will take so long all news interest has died in 
the interim. 

It does appear, though, we should acquaint ourselves with the 
policies and rulings of that board. They may be entirely innocent 
of the charges brought by the National Federation of American 
Shipping. The board’s intentions may be, probably are, of the 
best. But if they have taken any stand which results in ham- 
stringing American transportation along those world routes where 
our ships and our planes have become familiar and welcome sights 
in the days of war, there should be knowledge of the stand. Suf- 
ficient public knowledge to bring about a storm of protest, if the 
situation warrants, or to reassure public confidence if everything is 
strictly on the up-and-up. 


Could it be that the already established trans- 
ocean airlines fear the competition if ship lines 
are permitted to extend their operations to include transport by 
air? And could it be that these airlines have sufficient influence 
with the board to cause it. to make rulings to keep out of the 
field such competition? 

If this is so it seems that the chasm thus created between Ameri- 
can rivals for the travel business is providing an opportunity that 
foreign transportation interests will not be slow to accept. 

Our ship lines have pioneered foreign trade. Especially in war- 
time American shipping has climbed to world predominance. We 
have, today, the equipment and the know-how to maintain that 
leadership. Competition in the shipping field is, basically, foreign 
competition. Our ship lines and airlines should be given the green 
light, the go-ahead signal in the coming race for peacetime trans- 
portation leadership. At once. 

If there is any CAB ruling which handicaps Americans in that 
race, those rulings should be looked into and, if possible, amended 
or eliminated without delay.

Bymes Should

WASHINGTON.—Secretary of State Byrnes 
has given a forceful explanation of the under 
| lying causes behind the failure of the Council 
of Foreign Ministers in London, but several other points yet re 
main to be cleared up. 
The Big Five conference failed because of the inability of the 
ministers to agree on matters of procedure. 

Mr. Molotov, the Russian foreign commissar, insisted on the 
exclusion of France and China from the conferente. Mr. Byrnes 
and British Foreign Secretary Bevin upheld the right of the other 
two Allied representatives to participate. 

it must be assumed that the foreign ministers of France and 
China were equally adamant about removing themselves, as their 
self-elimination would have tended to solve the issue. 

_ What has not been sufficiently explained is (1) why the Rus 
Sians are so violently opposed to French and Chinese participation 
in this, the preliminary peace conference, and (2) why we and the 
British are apparently so determined that they should be allowed 
to take part. 

A few generalizations have been made about the right a 
the Allied nations to participate in the writing of the wos tha ’ 


Cuba Cuba, for example, was one of the first Latin-American 

republics to follow our example in declaring war on the 
Axis. The little island country gave its wholehearted moral support 
to the war cause, though able to contribute nothing of great im- 
portance in the way of men and materials. 

No one would be willing to argue from this, it seems, that 
Cuba was entitled to as much voice in the peace proceedings as 
the nations which bore the brunt of defeating the Axis. 

So far as it can be understood, that, in a degree, represents the 
position of Russia with respect to France and China. 

At the Potsdam conference Marshal Stalin specified in the 
agreements reached there that the conditions of peace would be 
written by the signatories to the armistice with Germany and Italy, 
except that France would be allowed to participate in the discus- 
sions regarding Italy. 

The purpose and effect of that agreement was to limit the peace 
conference to the Big Three powers—the United States, Britain and 


Russia. 
Big Three It was probably put forward on the idea that. these 
three nations, having shouldered the major burden 
of defeating the Axis, it should be left to them to write the terms 
of peace. Nothing was considered unfair about it at the time. 
On the contrary, the Potsdam formula was applauded as wise 
by those who remembered the cumbersome machinery used in 
writing the Versailles peace treaty, which was participated in by 
a score or more of nations, all with some special ax to grind. 
Later at the London conference, it appears, Mr. Molotov did con- 


»sent to the ignoring of the Potsdam agreement and for a period of 


some ten days did permit the French and Chinese foreign ministers 
to sit'in on the conference. 
Subsequently he found cause to change his mind and then in- 
sisted on the Potsdam agreement as to exclusion being invoked. 
Why did Mr. Molotov do this? We have been given no official 


explanation by Mr. Byrnes or Mr. Bevin. 

: The Russian position is, superficially at least, 
China, F rance that China made no contribution at all to the 
European end of the conflict, so Why should her representative sit 
in the decisions regarding the peace in Europe? 

And, as to France, they point out that while the French people 
were victims of the Axis aggression, the country was not a fac 
in the final victory. Moreover, France was not even at war with 
Romania, one of the Balkan countries involved in the peace nego- 
tiations from which Russia would bar the French. 

Aside from the platitudes about big and little nations being 
allowed to sit in on the writing of the peace, there must be pther 
cogent reasons why France and China, in particular, should be 
received on equal terms with the Big Three in dictating the terms 
with Germany. 

Mr. Byrnes would make his case stronger if he would tell the 
American people what these reasons are. Then it will be possible 
to form a more enlightened judgment on the failure of the London 
conference.

Number one is related by a man 
who signs himself A. M. Ellis, 
14034897, T/Sgt., Squadron S., 
3704 AAF Base Unit, Keesler 
Field, Miss. 

Last Jan. 5 .he was ordered to 
the Rheem Manufacturing Co., 
Danville, Pa., as a machinist to re- 
lieve an acute labor shortage in 
the production of a type of shell 
which was urgently needed. He 
was hired for 90 days as a tool- 
room machinist and ordered to 
work at once but only on condi- 
tion that he join the machinists’ 
union which had a closed shop 
contract. 


This, he writes, he refused to 
do because he was a soldier on 


‘orders from the War Department. 


ARMY OFFICERS joined com- 
pany officials in urging him to 
join but, being a soldier, he still 
refused. 

There being no work, Ellis re 
quested further orders and for a 
week lived in a local hotel at his 
own expense until he was ordered 
to the Kentucky Shell Co., New- 
port, Ky. He worked there 90 
days and then was ordered to At- 
tebury, Ind., for. transfer to the 
enlisted reserve. Now he became 


a civilian and was sent back to 


the Kentucky Shell Co., in that 
Status. He spent about $500 for 
civilian clothing and tools, but, 
after two weeks, the Cincinnati 
Ordnance District ordered him to 
Arlington, N. J., where he was 
told there was no work for a man 
of his particular skill. 


Ellis then applied to the Enlisted 
Reserve Headquarters, 50 Broad- 
way, N. Y., for permission to seek 
a free,

A Test 
For Congress 


One of the severest tests of the 
quality of the present congress 
will be what it does about the 
Army, Navy and Army Air Forces, 
It is too soon to decide how much 
of a military and naval establish- 
ment we will need five or 10 years 
hence. 


After the first World War we 
not only failed to join the League 
of Nations; we also promptly dis- 
armed ourselves. The first error 
could have been corrected or off- 
set at any time if we had not 
made the second. We enfeebled 
ourselves. It was realized through- 
out the world that we had great 
potential strength—although our 
true strength was underestimated 
by everyone, including ourselves. 
But potential strength is nota 
substitute for immediate available 
force. 


It will be even less of a substi- 
tute in the future than it was be- 
fore the present war. We have 
seen, almost certainly, the last 
war in which we will have time 
to rearm behind bastions held by 
Allies. The next major aggressor, 
if there is one, almost certainly 
will strike first at the United 
States. With the improvement of 
weapons already known, such an 
attack would be practicable and, 
if we were offguard, possibly 
calamitous. 


THE FACT that the technology 
of warfare is advancing so rapidly 
and has already crossed the 
threshhold of atomic fission raises 
a good many questions about the 
value of armies, navies, and even 
air forces as we now know them. 
The fact that we are presently the 
sole possessors of the atomic bomb 
may, while it makes us uneasy 
about the future, gives us tempo- 
rarily a false sense of security. 


But technological advance only 
complicates—it does not solve— 
the problems of our postwar mili- 
tary establishment. It is likely to

Our military requirements will 
have to be reviewed frequently 
during the next few years. But 
the present congress could place 
the United States under a serious, 
if not fatal, handicap at the begin- 
ning of the postwar era by a false 
sense of econcmy or by catering 
to the “back to normalcy” spirit. 
The men who want the draft stop- 
ped, regardless of the effect on 
the armed forces, who are talking 
in -terms of dollars and dimes in- 
stead of about safeguarding the 
victory, and who ask why we need 
a large Army and Navy since the 
United Nations organization has 
been set up, or since we have the 
atomic bomb—all of them need 
watching,

Congressmen Have 
- Too Many Chores 


WASHINGTON.—The need for congress to re 
form its unwieldy machinery and congested legis 


with increasingly 


lative processes so that it may cope effectively 
complex problems and make our democracy work 


is no better illustrated than by the case of the individual member. 


On the one hand he is expected 
to be a statesman and devote him- 
self to great problems, national 
and international. On the other, 
and at the same time he is expect- 
ed to handle a thousand and one 
chores for his constituents. 

He is supposed to attend all ses- 
sions of committees of which he is 
a member—the average congress- 
man is on three to six—fully in- 
formed on all subjects so he can 
match the government official 
with a.corps of specialists at his 
command or the highly paid rep- 
resentative of outside interests 
who has a big research staff avail- 
able. 


HE IS EXPECTED, also, to at- 
tend sessions of the house and at 
the same time to be scurrying 
around government departments 
and agencies downtown 
after the individual interests 
constituents. He is expected to 
know everything about every sub- 
ject before the house on which he 
votes. 

Yet how little he sometimes 
knows is revealed now and then 
when he rushes to the floor, asks 
in-a stage whisper what it’s all 
about and how the party or a good 
friend is voting, and then slips 
out to other duties. Sometimes he 
learns later, with 
what he voted for or against. 


HE IS THE MAN in the mid- 
dle, too, in the clamor of all sorts 
of pressure groups and does not 
know often whom or what they 
really represent. 


One of the objectives of the spe- | 


cial joint congressional committee 
on reorganization of congress, 
headed by Sen. LaFollette, Pro- 
gressive, Wisconsin, and Rep. 
Monroney, Democrat, Oklahoma, 
is to modernize the{ machinery of 
congress to lift some of the load 
of detail. That done, the mem- 
ber can concentrate more on the 
essentials. The committee also 
would provide facilities so the con- 
ressman can inform himself more 
ully and legislate more effec- 
tively. 

Among other things, the com- 
mittee is expected to recommend 
a reduction in the number of com- 
mittees to about a third of the 
present number in each branch, to 
be effected by mergers and con- 
solidations. There are now 48 
committees in the house and 22 in 
the senate which in many cases 
overlap in their functions. This 
will simplify the problem of the 
average member and also make 
for legislative efficiency. 


THE JOINT COMMITTEE :also 
will urge enlargement and im- 
provement in personnel of the re- 
search staffs of congress, em- 
bodied in the legislative reference 
service of the Library of Congress, 
the legislative drafting service 
which helps to prepare bills, and 
staffs of the larger and more im-

Two-thirds of the staff of 66 in 
the legislative reference service 
get less than $2,600-a year. This 
staff must compete on behalf of 
congress and the public against 
experts in government bureaus 
and those of private business and 
lobbying outfits on which far 
more is spent.

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Sinclair Claims 
Oil Strike Held 
3,000 Vets Off Jobs 


Facts behind the oil strike 
which began Sept. 19 disrupt- 
ing operations over a period of 
two weeks, delaying conversion to 
peace-time operations and interfer- 
ring with a program for the re- 
employment of more than 3,000 
people in‘ military service were 
brought to light in a report made 
recently by H. F. Sinclair, presi- 
dent of Sinclair Oil Corporation. 

In volation of an agreement 
with the Oil Workers International 
Unions and the War Labor Dis- 
putes Act, the CIO called a strike 
at the East Chicago, Ind., refin- 
ery, Sinclair said. It spread 
through all of the Sinclair refin- 
eries and practically all of the pipe 
line systems as well as many of 
the natural gasoline plants. Born 
of the refusal to strike demands 
for 52 hours’ pay for. 40 hours 
of work was the slogan, “52 for 40 


|or fight.” 


The assertion that the object of 
the union was to preserve the 
“take home pay,” according to Sin- 
clair, is misleading. No employe 
involved in the dispute suffered 
any reduction in take home pay. 
If the demanded increase had 
been granted, the wages of all em- 
ployes, whether working 40 or 48 
hours per week, would have been 
increased 30 per cent. 

Under the 48-hour week, Sin- 
clair said, employes were making 
the following earnings: Common 
labor, at 96 cents an hour, $216.32 
per month or $2,596 a year; still- 
man, at $1.42 1-2 an hour, $343.63 
a month or $4,123.60 a year; aver- 
age earnings of refinery labor 
were $1.27 an hour, $286.17 a/| 
month or $3,434 per year.
